Hoscow's propaganda treatment of Sino«-Indian border dis< 
pute and Peiping’s quarrel with Djakarta's action against 
Overmeas Chinese is largely neutral and nsencomittal-- 
such failure to support another Communist regime unprece- 
dented in history of Soviet dipliemacy,.

(i Dec) by praising Stalin as an “uncompromising eneny 


of imperiailiagn ,‘ 

&. Unlike the Chinese, who are unencumbered by policy commitments 
in the West, Khrushchev seems to feel that foreign-policy 
objectives vis-a-vis the West are overriding and that support 
to “anti-colonial struggles"««in Algeria, for exanple--must 
be qualified by these diplomatic considerations. 

However, we think the significance of these disagreements for the 

present has perhaps been exaggerated by press. Sino-~-Zoviet relation- 

ship still a meaningfull alliance, and will almost certainly re- 
main #o for long time, 

A. Moscow continues supply industrial equipment essential to 
development of China's ecenomy. (Chinese, however, are paying 
for this with exports.) While not providing Chinese with 
nuclesgr weapons they preswaably would like to have, Moscow 
aigo continues to assist China to build up its military 
establishment. 

3. Chinese for their part have refrained from launching military 
venture which wouid poison atuosphere for “summit” negotiations.
